Maintaining Health of Birds 


More Important 


Poultry diseases, their .prevention 
Bnd cure, was the subject of the ad- 
dress delivered before the members of 
the Edmonton Poultry Association by 
Dr. Jonn B. Wilkinson, at a mecting 
held in the interests of the associa- 
tion in the Counci: chambers Wed- 
neaday night. In his address Dr 
Wilkinson pointed out that ill health 
and disease in poultry meant not 
only unpleasantness but loss to tae 
breeder, with a possibility of convey- 
ing infection to the flocks of other 
breeders, and a supply of less whole- 
some food to the consuming public 
Mainta!ning the hea'th of the birds ia 
tnfinitely more {mportant than tue 
trastment and cure of diseases, 

A\! domestic animalsand birds, and 
the wild creatures too, are subject to 
dissases of different forms, varying 
jfom a slight cold or incipient colic, 
to tuberculosis or epidemic cholera. 
Poultry have their share. This fact 
im axperience has eliminated large 
numbers of breeds, some of ‘ittle anl 
again others of mature experience, 

Maintaining wealth is the poultry- 
man’s chief aim. Such surroundings 
conditions and care should be pro- 
vided as will promote vigor and 
health. Under these circumstances 
disease will generally be absent, and 
will frequently be warded off even 
when infection has accidenta'ly been 
present. While this 
and sickness are always occurring on 
large Plants and frequently in small 


No Flock Free From Discase 

Gome poultry breeders are like 
the professional horse trader, who 
never owns a horse But is perfectly 
true and sound; and who never have 
@ case of sickness in their respect- 
ive flocks, from infanti:e mortality to 
genile decay. Such is theoretically 
possibile, but not ordinarily probable.

have swabbed freely with carbolated 
vaseline then bandaged carefully 
fastening to the shank. We have ‘ost 
a few good birds by their refusing 
to walk or limp about, then moping, 
then declining.

treated. Anntoer farm of bumble-foot 
may be really a corn. It is an enlarge- 
ment, hard, sore at the margins, but 
without pus. This has yielded some- 
times to qa few applications of pure 
ecarbotic acid, or pure nitric acid, or 
caustic after first eoftening with 
washing, or by treatment after first 
cutting the hard formation to near 


the quick. 
Sealy Leg. 

The rough thickened coating of the 
shanks, toes and hocks, due to a para- 
site and contagious, a source of dan- 
der to every other bird. 

Treatment-Simp. Thorough soak- 
ing with carbolated or common vase- 
line, arid bandaging to retain a few 
days, will often cure, Washing and 
brushing in soap anq water, followed 
by applyine vaseline. or by dipping 
kerosene on top of water. If somo of 
the condition remains, a couple of 
weeks after treatment, similar atten 
tion may be repented to such parts. 

icken Pox 

A contagious skin disease, known by 


comb, wattles or ear-lobes. The sores 
are sometimes single, at others in 
crops. There is a little fever and the 
birds are more thirsty. 
Treatment—lIsolate, Paint or swab 
the ulcers with pure kreolin, then ap- 
ply dry clean litter, and protect from 
stormy weather. Some breeders use 
carbolated vaseline. We prefer the 
strong kreolin, because when the scabs 
fall away they aie Ifkely to antiseptic, 
oad free from contagion ¢o other 


Favis 

A contagious skin disease, generally 
beginning on the comb or wattles, and 
developing in cases over the whole 
face, m to the neck, and occasion- 
ally over the whole body, causing fal!- 
ing out of the feathers. We first ex- 
Perienced the sourvy-Nke, disfiguring 
trouble when exhibiting at summer 
shows in 1919. The birds are irritable, 
itchy, inclined to be less active, and 
to lose flesh somewhat We never 
knew ‘of a direct fatality, though we 
knew of a vigorous cock that devel- 
oped thie disease badly, and after about 
three months without treatment, de- 
veloped tuberculosis.. Many cases be- 
come cured without treatment. Others 
continue unti) treated. 

Treatment — Waeh the scruff from 
the affected parts with soapy warm 


water, then rub in carbolated vaseline. 
This is sufffficient for about 83 per 
cent. of cases, to. effect a cure. ter 


ten days, al) cases continuing should 
have the same treatment repeated, 


cent, or more of the origina! cases. A 
|thirg treatment in another week to 10 
days wil] nearly clear the trouble, hut 
a few per cent cases have to be at- 
tended to unt!) they yield. 


Parasites 

Lice, mites and fleas are a veritable 
pest. I have heard a few, but not 
many, breeders, say that their birds 
fhadn’t a louse on them. We are never 
sure that a hen is absoiutely free. On 
examination, some may appear to be 
free, some ehiow a few, then a bird or 
two will show a hundred or more. 

Lice—Real lice are long-bdodied, six- 
legged vermin. ‘There are varieties of 
color, shape and size. Hach foot has a 
pair of sharp claws. Their presence 
irritates and worries the fowl, inter- 
fering with moby reat and normal 
functions, eometimes causing skin dis- 
ease, They carry disease, reduce egg 
yield, induce susceptibility to disease, 
lessen fertility ang injure plumage. 
Wild birds, pigeons, persons, after 
viaiting lousy fowls, mer act as car- 
riers. Lice spread rapidly. Their eggs 
hatch In a week to ten days. In ex- 
amining, look into the head feathers, 
then under wings, then cushion and 
saddle, then quickly turn the bird and 
ed beneath the vent.
